ROUND YLEVNA.

Loxpon, Sept. 6—The Russian success at 
Loitcha makes Osman Pasha have a bostile 
force on both flanks. Either a defeat at Plevna 
or an attempted withdrawal may result in the 
destruction of bis army, unless the Russians 
are compelled to weaken their forces on that 
side to meet Mehemet Ali’s advance from Ras- 
grad. The latter seems to place the Czarowitch’s 
army im a position very similar to Osman 
Pasha’s. : 

A TURKISH ADVANCE. 

If Turkish accounts may be trusted, a Turk- 
ish force has crossed the Lom and reached the 
neighborhood of Obertini, while another force 
has crossed Kara-Lom to Paiomarka. These 
corps are understood to be operating against 
Biela, but they jeopardize the whole Russian 
campaign east of the Jantra, as well as com- 
munications with Tirnova. 

RUSTCHUK. 

Boucha nsr, Sept. 6.—An important engage- 
ment took place near Rustchuk yesterday moru- 
ing. Soon afterwards the Russians begun the

WIDIN. 

The Turks from Widin attempted last night 
to reach Chupercheni, near Kalafar, in boats, 
but were driven back by a Roumanian battery. 

The garrison of Widin has been raised to 
8,000 men in consequence of the threatening at- 
titude of Servia. 

HEADQUARTERS REMOVED. 

A Vienna correspondent says that news has 
just been received that the Russian beadquarters 
has been moved from Gorry-Studen to Bul- 
garini. This may indicate either an advance in 
the direction of Plevna or a retreat from 
neighborhood of the Jantra line. ' 

A TURKISH VICTORY CLAIMED. 

ConsTANTINOPLE, Sept. 6.—Mehemet Ali tele- 
graphs under date of to-day from Kechlowa as 
follows: To-day Evoub Pasha’s army corps, 
which was divided into two columns, attacked 
the Twelfth Russian Army Corps, which was 
supported by a division on this bank of the Lom. 
The Russiaus were defeated, and recrossed the 
Lom in disorder. They abandoned their forti- 
fied positions near Kechlowa. They lost 3,000 
killed and wounded. The eommander of their 
cavalry was killed. We lost 200 killed and 700 
wounded. 


GENERAL. 
ARDAHAN. 

Lonpow, Sept. 6.—The Russians have entirely 
dismantied Ardahan, which is now an open 
town. Gen. Comoroff has withdrawn most of 
nis troops from there to the main body of the 
army, leaving only nine rifle battalions in the 
place. 


SERVIA. 

Briorapeg, Sept. 6.—A dispatch states that 
the first class of the militia have been ordered 
to assemble at the points of concentration by 
the 13th. All commanders of corps leave Bel- 
grade to-day. The second class of the militia 
have been ordered to be in readiness to march. 
Prince Milan will take chief command. 
Several members of the Diplomatic corps 
Rave made separate remonstrances to 
Prince Milan in reference to his war 
preparations. The Prince is stated to have 
answered evasively. It is reported that 
Prince Gortschakoff has urged Servia to enter 
the field as soon as possible. 

PEACE IMPOSSIBLE. 

A Bucharest ndent says peace is 
impossible until! the Turks are completely 
crushed. If the Czar entered Moscow after 
concluding an unsatisfactory peace, it woud 
be at the point of the bayonet. 

ANDRASSY AND BISMARCK. 

London, Sept. 6.—The Vienna correspondent, 
telegraphing on Thurscay night, says: It is 
now settled that Count Andrassy and Prince 
Bismarck will meet Sept. 12 or 15 at Salzburg. 
In Ministerial circles it is maintained that this 
is merely an act of courtesy. It is admitted, 
however, that the chances of future mediation 
may be touched upon.” A Berlin correspondent, 
however, discredits these rumors relative to 
mediation. 

TUGKISH FINANCES. 

London, Sept, 6.—According to Turkish 
financial estimates, a deficit of 11,000,000 Turk- 
ish pounds is anticipated for the year 1877-8, 
which wil) have to be raised by special taxation. 

A COSTLY MISTAKE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 6.—The Turkish 
gommander in Herzegovina reports that a band 
of Montenegrins surrounded a village near 
Pressika, intending to get cattle and corn. Dur- 
ing the night a fresh band arrived, whom the 
first supposed to be Turks.

(64 cents per gallon. 
Allowances on sugars will be subjected to a 


deduction of one (1) per cent, and allowances on 
sirup to the deduction of ten (10) per cent, as 
prescribed by law.

is ever given to the answers. The tramp can have 
no conceivable motive for lying, and mast lie from 
sheer force of habit. Nearly all had the stereo. 
typed, professional, indescribable air of habitual 
laziness; and a majority were more or less in 
uor. 

“They were. almost without e able-bodied 
men and women. I conversed many of them. 
Each one told a plausiole story, with great fluency 
and much of earnestness. They were will- 
ing and even anxious to work, and had worked un- 
til within a day or two, being idle only because it 
was impossible to find employment. But, when 
compelled by the officer to show the palms of their 
hands, it at once apparent that a long ume 
had elapsed since ——— had performed any manual 
labor. They certainly were mot ‘*‘ horny-handed 
sons and daughters of toll.“ Indeed, whenever, 
on the occasion to which I have referred, I en- 
countered a collection of casuals, I was informed 
by the detective in attendance that there was not 
among them a single deserving person. 
To my anpracticed eye, there was, atone of 
these interviews with the casuals, an applicant 
whose appearance led me to believe that he might 
be an exception to the general rule. is occupa- 
tion, as be informed me, was that :f 
A “ TRANSLATOR.”’ 
He was a young man, with a mild, modest, rather 
intelligent. and generally prepossessing face. I 
said to myself,. Here is, perhaps, a precocious 
but unfortunate linguist, suffering the too frequent 
fate of anappreciated genius.” 
It was, however, explained to me that the trans- 
lation was not of some master-picce of human 
thought from a foreign into our English tongue, 
but of old boots (begged er purchased for a fle) 
into shoes. I was subsequently inforuted that 
much money is often made in this way, some- 
times from 20 to 30 shillings sterling per week. 
The you translator confessed to having 
been occasionally ‘**‘ on the loose, but said that 
he was tired of leading the life of a tramp, and 
would gladly go to work again if money 
with which to purchase the tools of his traae. 
There was so much pathos in his tone, so much 
sadness in his tearful face, so much apparent sin- 
cerity in his professions of a desire to reform, that 
A not help believing that I had found at 


A GENUINE CASE DESERVING ASSISTANCE. 
The detective shook his head, cautioned me against 
the danger of being imposed upon, and even went 
so far as to say that the man was a 
palpable fraud; but 1 still heki to 
my more bene volent belief. Accord- 
ingly, I informed the youth that, if he would cal 
on me at a@iven hour on the following day, with 
any one of the numerous testimonials to previous 
good character which he stated his ability to pro- 
duce, I would give him such assistance as he 
needed to sct him up in business once more. He 
was profuse in his expressions of gratitude, but he 
did not keep hie appointment, and I have never 
seen him since that first conversation. 
It is certainly unnecessary to prove that the 
same general peinciples with reference to tramps 
hoid good in this country which are applicable to 
Great Britain. If such proof were demanded, I 
have only to appeal to the observation and expe- 
rience of every one who fas paid any attention to 
this phase of pauperism in the United States. 
Recent investigations by the State detective force

Now, there can be no practical difficulty in the 

“mind of any thoughtful citizen in pronouncing 
such people as I have been describing, dangerous 
to the peace of the community, and deserving such 
treatment as wil! put it out their power to cun- 
tinve their individual or organized warfare upon 
those rights which society is bound to protect. 

But, harshas it may seem at first blush, there is 
no escape from the conclusion that, when those 
who honestly desire employment, but can find 
nothing te do, are reduced to the necessity of beg- 
ging from door — — —— must. ~ By intents 
an rposes, and with reference to the remedy to 
be applied to their unhapvy circumstances, be 
classed with those who are unwilling to laber. In 
other words, all able-bodied beggars having no 
homes must, so long as they remain in that con- 
dition, 

BE TREATED AS VAGRANTS. 

If this view of the case seem uncharitable and 
unnecessarily severe, let me invite your attention 
to a few considerations which, in my judgment, 
tally warrant the position I have taken:

This, of course, involves the idea of 
CONFINEMENT WITH ENFORCED LABOR. 
Now, such confinement with enforced labor may 
be under the immediate direction and control of 
the town, or county, or State authorities, and for 


a longer or shagier period. * 
The laws 122 — on this point, recent- 


ly rmit each town or city within its 
borders ve temporary relief to vagrants under 
such lations as to labor, with certain limite- 
tions, as the the authorities of such town or city 
may see fit to prescribe. Wherever this plan has 
been thorougly tried, it has greatly diminished the 
— of vagrants infesting that particular local- 


When the City of Springfield, which imposed 
upon wandering 1 to whom it furnished 
lodging, the task of breaking stone till 11 a. m. of 
the follow housed five vagrants nightly, 
the City of Hartford, Conn., leas than thirty miles 
distant, with about the same population, was giv- 
ing shelter to about 100 tramps, and as the Hart- 
ford authorities could not well turn yoy 
away when there was room for them in the up, 
they are said to have been driven to 
THE PITIFUL DEVICE 

of keeping the windows open during the coldest 
season of the year. The plan, already legalized in 
Massachusetts, has been for years pursued, to some 
extent, m England. under the charge of the 
guardians of the poor-districts. But, owing to 
the expense of providing facilities for work, and 
the very small amount which can be earned in this 
way (the kinds of labor enforced being almost ex- 
cludively oakum-picking and stone-vreaking), 
many districts had made no arrangements for what 
is called the labor- test. 

It is, however, easily apparent that this mode of 
dealing with the vagrant problem, although, per- 
haps, good so far as it goes, is wholly inadequate 
to the suppression or very material diminution of 
the evil complained of; for, 

Fire(—The avails of such labor are merely nomi- 
nal in amount 

Second—The Vagrant is let loose upon the com- 
munity for a considerable proportion of the work- 
ing hours of each day, with the added privilege of 
roaming at large during the entire day and night, 
if he elects to avoid a temporary seclusion from 
general society. And, 

FYourth—Tais mode of relief leaves it optional 
with cities and towns whether they will put this, at 
best, inadequate remedy into practical operation. 

These and other kindred objections apply, 
it will be observed, to any system affording tem- 
porary relief, accompanied by temporary labor. 

But, if cities or towns should, under legislative 
sanction andauthority, attempt, however thorough- 
ly, to deal with vagrancy as an offense, to be 
punisbed by 
CONFINEMENT WITH LABOR FOR A TERM OF 

MONTHS, 

it would result in the establishment of a great 
numberof Small workhouses, with an immense 
aggregate outiay for salaried ochcers, and, in every 
way, a very large disbursement, to be met by 
greatly-increased taxation. The smaller towns 
would naturally seek to evade the enforcement of 
a law which entailed so much expense, and thus 
thie poor remedy would have only partial applica- 
tion. 

Again: the meré fact that a vagrant is found in 
Pigsgusset to-day, and, if not arrested there, will 
be in Hardscrabbie to-morrow, certainly furnishes 
no good reason why Pigsguseset, although perhaps 
a thriving village, shall be obliged to afford him a 
home anda silicient support. Moreover, the in- 
evitable result of such a system would be, that 
those towns which are situated on main lines of 
travel between great business-centres would be 
compeiled to sustain the lion's share of taxation. 

Once more, if the arrangement (f the matter 
under this system were committed to the several 
counties of each State, the plan would, in many of 
the smaller States, be open to the same objection. 
There would still be an unnecessary and wasteful 
multiplication of workhouses and salarted officials. 

If lmay venture to assume that the reasons 
which have been urged against intrusting to cities, 
or towns, or counties, the application and enforce- 
ment of laws in restraint of the tramp-nuiseance, 
are valid and controlling. we will proceed to con- 
sider, very briefly, the ouly agency remaining to be 
examined, viz.: the States. 

So far as 1 am aware, the 

WIS r AND MOST FEASIBLE PLAN 
* devised for dealing wita the vagrant dilemma 
contained in a bill prepared and offered to the 
last Assembly of the State of New York by the 
State Charities Aid Association.” Omitting for 
the sake of brevity many minor but most essential 
details, its main features are as follows: 

Adopting the’ existing Judicial Districts of the 
State as a basis of distribution, it provides-for the 
appointment of a Board of seven Managers for 
each district, —such Managers to be reimbursed for 
their actual necessary expenses while employed in 
the discharge of their official duties, bat to receive 
no compensation for their time or services, It is, 
moreover, expressly provided that no member of 
the several Boards of Managers shail be interested 
directiy or indirectiy in leasing or hiring buildings 
or land under the fourth section of the act, or in 
any contract for repairing or furnishing any of 
the buildings to be used as district-workhouses, or 
in — contract for supplying food, raw material, 
or other merchandise for any district-workhouse. 

it is made the duty of each Board of Managers, 
within six months of the time of their appoint- 
ment, to hire buildings suitable for the contine- 
mentand employment of vagiants. 

Proper provision is to be made for the separation 
of the vexes, by place them, respectively, in 
buildings so @ar removed from one another that all 
inter-communicatiomis practically impossible. 

Itis, moreover, wisely prescribed that no female 
officer or subordinate shall be employed in any 
building designed for men, and no male officer or 
suvordinate in any building designed for women. 

It is made the duty of the Board of Managers in 
each district to decide upon the kind of employ- 
Ment suitable for the persons committed to each 
distriet-workhouse; to provide for their necessary 
custocy and superintendence; and, in such pro- 
visions for safe-keeping aud employment, to have 
due regard to the formation of 

HABITS OF SELF-SUPPORTING INDUSTRY 
in the inmates, and to their mental and moral im- 
err All powers requisite to the carrying 
nto effect of these provisions are conferred upon 
the Managers. 

They Managers are to open an account with all 
vagrai ts duly committed by the local magistrates 
tothe workbouses in their respective districts, — 
— — them with all the ex incurred by 
the Managers for their board ond maintenance, and 
crediting them with a fair and reasonable com- 
pensation for the labor performed by them; and, 
atthe expiration of their terms of sentence, pay- 
ing to them such balance as shall be found due to 
them at the time of their discharge. 

The so-called contract system is strictly pro- 
hivited ; and no person is to be allowed to oversee 
the labor of the inwates, who is not employed and 
paid by the Managers. 

Seo svon asthe workhouse in any district shall 
be prepared to receive inmates, it shall be the 
duty of the Justices of the Peace, Police Jus- 
tices, or other magistrates of such district (any 
law to the contrary notwithstanding) to sentence 
and commit all persons convicted of being vagrants 
under any existing or future law of this state. 
whether such law shall apply to the whole State, or 
to any special county thereof within which said 

n shall be convicted, to che district-work- 
of the Judicial District in which such con- 
viction shall take place, fora term not less than 
ninety days of more than six months on the first 
conviction, and for a term 
NOT LESS THAN SIX MONTHS OR MORE THAN ONE 
YEAR 
on a second or any subsequent conviction. § 

It is aiso made the duty of every magistrate, Jus- 
tice, and Court which examines, or convicts, or 
commits any person, under rx given in this 
act, to cause à record to be kept of the name, age, 
birthplace, occu last e of residence, 
and kind of employment of all persons so commit- 
ted by them, together with the reasons given for 
or the particulars of the vagrancy charged. A copy 
of the said record is to be transmitted. upon the 
official order of the commitment of suid persons, 
to the Superintendent of the aistrict-workhouse, 
as a part of the paper or order which shall accom-

THE RAILROADS. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA COMPANY. 
A mortgage to secure an indebtedness of 
$7,000,000 was filed with the Recorder of Cook 
County Wednesday noon. The mortgagor is 
the Pennsylvania Company (not to be confound- 
ed with the Pennsylvania Railroad Company), 
and the mortgagee is George B. Roberts, of the 
City of Philadelphia. The document sets up 
the organization of the Company in April, 1870, 
with authority to purchase such lands, etc., as 
may be necessary for sites of depots, engine- 
houses, tracks, etc., and to convey and 
mortgage the same, also to 
boiid or mortgage any publie or 
private work, including telegraphs, which may 
tend or be d ed to increase facilities or de- 
velop trade travel. It then states that a 
previous mortgage had been canceled, the bonds 
having been surrendered, and enacts that the 

esent $7,000,000 incumbrance shall be made 
netead. This indebtedness is to be evidenced 
by 7,000 bonds of $1,000 each, bearing 6 per 
cent interest, and secured by a first mortgage 
and sinking fund, the mortgage covering all the 
property, real and personal, including the fran- 
chises, of the Company. This property consists 
of the leasehold mterest for 909 years of the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago Railroad and 
certain branches; a lease for ninety-nine 
years of the Newcastle & Beaver Vai- 
ley Railroad, a lease for ninety-nine 

ears of the Lawrence Railroad, of the Cleve- 

& Pitteaburg Railroad for 999 years, of the 
Erie & Pittsburg Kailroad for 990 years, of the 
Jeffersonville, Madison, & Indianapolis Railroad 
for 90% years, and of a large amount ot real 
estate along the line of these roads. Provisions 
are made for the establishment of a Sinking 
Fund, and for foreclosure of the mortgage in 
case of non-payment of interest or principal. 

The Pennsylvania Company obtain these 
leases by assignment from the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. This present mortgage was 
given in place of a first mortgage for some $14,- 
00,000 which has been paid off.

THE CENTRAL PACIFIC. | 

According to the report of the operatives of 
thefentra! Pacifie Railroad of California for the 
year 1876, the gross earnings were $18,146,944, 
and the operating expenses $8,732.074, showing 
the earnings over expenses to have been $9,414,- 
869. The assets of the road are set down at 
$185,047,000, $133,000,000 of which represents 
the value of 1,214 miles of track, with stations, 
sidings, wharves, steamers, etc. ; $30,000,000 the 
value of the Company’s lands; $7,494,000 the 
value of the road’s equipments, and $7,750,000 
the value of lands and water-fronts in San 
Francisco and Sacramento. The capital 
stock of the Company is 84, 275,500, and 
the funded debt $54,457,000. ‘There 
were two dividends paid during the 
year, amounting together to $4,343,000. The 
sales of lands since 1870 haye amounted to 
311,104 acres at an average $5.53 per acre. 
For the first six months of the present year the 
gross carnings have been $7,460,642, and the op- 
erating expenses $4,005,953, showing the net 
earnings to have been $3,454,709. 

It will be seén that the road is in a very pros- 
perous condition, its net earnings having grown 
steadily from $1,468,850 in 1868 to $9,414,309 in 
1376, and constantly growing larger. There is 
no reason why it should not be compelled to 
make provision for the payment of the $25,885, - 
000 bunds granted by the Government, together 
with the unpaid interest thereon of $12,000,000. 
All its net earnings dver and above what may 
be needed to meet the interest on its debt 
ought to be set aside for a sinking fund for this 
object.

On tae basement floor are 
located the dining-hall, kitchens, laun- 
dry, and servanis’ oflices. A very 
fine gymnasium occupies one bali on this floor. 
On the first floor are the chapel, library, pariors, 
and reception rooms, and afew dormitories. The 
second floor is given up to recitation rooms and 
studies for the professors, and the two upper 
floors are devoted to dormitories and studies for 
the students. The rooms are very nicely fitted 
up, with bath-rooms on each of the upper floors, 
and it is claimed that no body of students will 
be better accommodated than those at the Mor- 
gan Park Seminary.

Some Geod Work by Col. Gesner and His 


Associates. 
The New York Herald of the 4th inst., refer- 


ring to the indictment returned against Nelson 


A. Gesner, who was arrested here last month 


for forgery, says: 


* 


It will be remembered that when the witness 
Ely B. Weston was undergoing examination in 
the Gesner case at the Tombs last Thursday, a 
package was uced in court which Weston 
declined to identify. He said, however, that 
he had been given a — similar iu appear- 
ance by Gesner in Chicago last May; that he 
supposed it contained money and hid it in his 
barn for safe keeping, and that he had disclosed 
the whereabouts of the package to Jayne and 
the other detectives. The truth of the mat- 
ter is, that the package which Weston declined to 
identity as the one given him by Gesner was in 
reality the very package given „und it con- 
tained evidence both against himself and Gesner 
of a most damaging description. The package 
was a large, scaled white envelope, wrapped up 
in a Chicago newspaper of Aug. 8, 1877.’ The 
envelope contained two drafts prepared for 
raising,“ a package of tracing-paper used by 
forgers, and several slips of tracing-paper on 
wineh the filling of the two drafts which the 
euvelope contained, and the tracing of another 
draft which it was subsequently learned had 
been destroyed, had been taken before the 
drafte were made ready for raising. When 
Weston informed Jayne where the envelope 
was concealed the detective and a prominent 
Chicago lawyer who was engeged on 
the case visited Weston’s barn, se- 
cured tbc envelope, and it was brought 
to New York and placed in the hands of the 
counsel for the prosecution. One ot the drafts 
was drawn by the Albany City Nationa) Bank of 
Albany on the Central National Bank of New 
York. It was signed by H. P. Palmer, Cashier 
of the Albany Bank, numbered 14,402, and every 
trace of the amount for which it had first been 
drawn was removed in a manner which almost 
defied detection. In a small envelope, inclosed 
in the larger ove, were three tracings. One of 
these traciugs was as follows: “July 10, 1877, 
pay tothe order of E. N. Throckmorton, fifty- 


six 35-100 dollars.” Jn the lower left-hand comer. 


of the tracing, corresponding to the place where 
the figures of the amount of the draft when 
issued were placed, were the figures ** $56.35.”’ 
The only trace of the washing-process whereby 
the original amount bad been removed was in 
the place where these figures had been written. 
By holding the draft up against a strong sun- 


light, a little of the dark background of the | 


draft could be seen to have been removed. 
SKILLFUL. 

Last weck Mr. Henry E. Knox, counsel uf 
the New York Life-Insurance Company, took 
this check to the Central National Bank, of this 
city, and asked the opinion of the officers of 
that institution as to the genuineness of the sig 
nature of Mr. Palmer, Cashier of the Alban 
Bank. The Cashier of the Central Nationa 
Bank said there was no doubt of the genuine- 
ness of the signature. The President of the 
Bank agreed with the (Cashier. An expert in 
the bank was also summoned with a pile of 
apout 800 otherdrafts made by the Albanv Bank, 
and the genuineness of the signature of the 
Cashicr was established beyond doubt. Among 
the drafts were a number filled out im the 
same haud-writing as the one copied in the 
tracing. The President of the Central National 
Bank said that if a check had come to his 
bank for any amount with the signature upon 
it which the naked check bore, it would be un- 
hesitatingly honored. Mr. Knox then request- 
ed the President of the Central Bauk to tele- 
graph to the Albany City National Bank, asking 
whether on the 10th of July, 1877, they had is- 
sued a draft, numbered 14,402, to E. N. Throck- 
morton for $56.35. An aiflirmative reply was 
eoon received, and the lawyer then exhibited 
the tracing to the astonished bank officials here. 
Conclusive proof of the operations of the 
forgers in regard to the preparation for raising 
that particular draft was thus obtained. lu re- 
2 to another telegram, certain officers of 
the Albany City National Bank; among them 
the clerk who bad filled out the washed draft, 
were on hand yesterday ready to testify to the 
issuing of the draft had the examination of 
Gesner been continued before Judge Duffy. 

Last Saturday Mr. Knox took another one of 
the drafts found in Gesver’s envelope, which 
bad been drawn by the National Albany Ex- 
change Bank on the American Excnance Na- 
tional Bank of New York. As in the first case, 
there was no writing on the draft, except the 
siguature of the Cashier, Thomas L. Scott, and 
the figures 7 of the date, the filling having 
been erased by means of acids. It was num- 
bered 12,418, and was shown the officers of the 
American Exchange Bank, who positively ilenti- 
fied Mr. Scott’s signature as wenuine.

loans,” one-year certificates of indebtedness, 
Treasury-notes payable in two and three 
years, compound-interest notes, etc. Seo- 
retary CASA was obliged to resort to all the 
fiscal devices he could invent to raise 
enough money to support the prose- 
cution of the War, and he emitted 
every variety of paper. All of it, except the 
greenbacks and bank-notes, was interest- 
bearing, and fundable into 5-20 bonds. 
None of this stuff was needed as money, as 
there were abundance of greenbacks and 
bank-notes in circulation, and they were 
charmingly cheap,—gold rapidly ranging 
from 175 up to 275, and down to 125, in 
quick succession; in other words, the cur- 
rency was worth as high as 80 cents when a 
campaign or great battle ended favorably, 
and as low as 87 cents when the campaign 
ended disastrously, though the general aver- 
age was 50 to 66 cents. Those were the 
glorious days of stock-gambling, reckless 
ventures, sudden fortunes, and shoddy 
supremacy. There are plenty of people 
who are hankering after a return of them; 
but they will never return. 


* REMONETIZATION OF SILVER. 

The subject of silver coinage in all its 
bearings was liberally discussed at the 
meeting at Saratoga of the Social Science 
Congress. Among those who read papers 
on this question was Mr. B. F. Nounss, of 
Boston, a gentleman who has discussed the 
demonetization of silver repeatedly in tbe 
public journals. Of course he thinks that 
the demonetization of silver was a wise poli- 
cy, but he is willing to return to the use of 
silver when all the nations of the earth shall 
unite in an agreement as to the relative 
value of gold and silver. Until this wholly 
improbable event shall take place, he is for 
adhering to the single or gold standard. He 
admits that, as the law now stands, the re- 
sumption promised on the Ist of January, 
1879, will be a resumption in gold, and, 
Wille he keeps out of sight the fact that the 
redemption of greenbacks in gold will be an 
insignificant work compayed with the entire 
indebtedness of the country, municipal 
debts, corporation debts, and private debts 
and mortgages, he rejoices that the day and 
hour of this golden payment are so near at 
hand, and that its glory is not to be dimiu 
ished by the employment of silver to any ex- 
tent. This Mr. Novrsz, who argues the sub- 
ject after the manner of a paid attorney ar- 
guing the desperate case of a desperate 
client, tells us that the whole civilized world 
is anxicus to demonetize silver, and is only 
waiting to see what this country will do. He 
then makes the following astounding state- 
ment: 

The present aspect is of continued demonetiza- 
tion of silver in Europe. Upon the hypothesis 
that France and the other States of the Latin Union 
will proceed gradually to adopt the gold standard, 
Europe can spare $700, 000,000 out of its present 
stock of standard silver, especially if receiving gold 
in exchange for it, ana then retain anample stock 
of subsidiary silver. But the proposition contem- 
plates that our demand will arrest the demunetiza- 
tion of silver ana restore it to its former value. 
Granting that our demand shall raise the price of 
silveras long as it shall last, What sum wonld 
Europe spare at or under 58d per ounce, which is 


3xd, or nearly 7 per cent, over the present price? | 


There is not any evidence that the States 
of the Latin Union will demonetize silver, 
presently or remotely. There is no one of 
them at this time prepared to meet the cost 
of such an undertaking, and no one of them 
which finds the silver standard in the least 
embarrassing or inconveniept. The point 
made is, that this country, if it make silver 
a legal-tender, will be deluged with $700,- 
000,000 of silver, shipped hither by the 
nations of Europe. Let us see where this 
surplus silver is to come from. England has 
a gold standard, but nevertheless has possi- 
bly about $200,000,000 of silver in her sub- 
sidiary coin. That being worth more as 
English coin than as bullion, and being no 
more than the country needs for its business, 
there will be no shipment of British silver. 
Russia, a State of 80,000,000 of people, has 
silver as the legal standard, but owing to the 
immense volume of depreciated paper—also 
a legal-tender—there is neither silver nor 
gold there in any such quantity as to furnish 
a surplus for exportation. Italy, a nation 
of 30,000,000 of people, makes silver a 
legal-tender, as does Austria, with a popula- 
tion of 30,000,000 ; but the currency of both 
countries is a depreciated paper, from 6 to 
10 per cent discount, which has expelled the 
coin, leaving no possible surplus in either for 
exportation. Holland, Belgium, and Switzer- 
land are small States, having comparatively 
but a small sum of silver above what is need- 
ed for the change, or subsidiary silver. The 
next Stato is France, where the double stand- 
ard is maintained, and under which France 
has on several occasions reaped the great ad- 
vantage of using the cheaper coin. After 
the great additions to the supply of gold 
from the discoveries about 1850, there was a 
fallin gold. France then hoarded the more 
costly silver, and paid debts with the cheap- 
or gold; and, since the decline of silver in 
1875, the more costly gold has been hoarded 
and the cheaper silver has been employed to 
pay debts. The silver coin of France has 
been always the popular coin, and it will 
never be surrendered. There is no reason 
why France should repeal the double stand- 
ard, while there is every reason why it should 
be retained. Though the silver has been 
cheaper and in general use since the decline, 
there has been no scarcity of gold in that 
country @ it is kept in banks on deposit, 
while debts are paid in silver. It is not like- 
ly, therefore, that France will buy up her 
immense silver coinage, replacing it 
with gold, for the mere purpose of 
shipping it to the United States to be 
sold as bullion at the current price. 
Germany has remodeled her whole coinage 
system. A large part of the silver has been 
recoined as idi or change coin, and 
will so remain. Theother has been taken up 
and sold for gold. The placing of this large 
amount of silver on the market to be ex- 


| way to the Orient, whither silver has been 


going from all time, and whence the stream 
never returns, It is not likely that famine- 
stricken, desolated India will in her distress 
undertake the work of selling her vast stock 
of silver at a sacrifice to buy gold,—a coin 
never used by the immense populations of 
the East, 

Where, then, are the $700,000,000 of dis- 
carded silver with which this country is to 
be ruined to comefrom? The statement 
that Europe can spare that sum is a self- 
evident untruth, flatly contradicted by every 
circumstance of condition, of fact, and of 
theory. Such a statement is a pure invention, 
unwarranted by any probability or possibili- 
ty. To gather that sum of silver in Europe and 
send it to the United States would pro- 
duce not only a financial but political revo- 
tion there such as never been witnessed. 

But, even taking this wild statement of 
this irresponsible scientist as truth, what 
would be the effect if all Europe was to 
combine and send hither $700,000,000 of 
silver? The silver would come hither by 
the ton to be converted into American dol- 
lars, each dollar to contain 3714 grains of 
pure silver. What are they to do with the 


what way 1s this immense supply of money 
to be used to ruin the United States, destroy 
their production, impoverish labor, and 
generally smash things? Having brought 
their dollars here, to what use can they 
put them? Can they do anything with them 
except purchase the proceeds of the coun- 
try? If they purchase beef, pork, wheat, 
corn, hides; if they buy cotton and tobac- 
co; if they purchase our manufactured cot- 
ton, wool, leather, iron, steel, and copper; 
if they expend the 700,000,000 silver dollars 
in agricultural, mineral, and manufactured 
productions of this country, and supply 
ships with which to carry off their purchases, 
how will this impoverish the country, de- 
stroy trade, reduce labor to want, and gen- 
erally ruin the Republic? We are now sell- 
ing to Europe our products to the value of 
$180,000,000 a year in excess of what we buy. 
If, in addition to this, Europe shall, in order 
to ruin us, send over $700,000,000 in silver to 
buy up American notions to take home, why 
should we, by word or act, try to prevent 
them? Let us, on the contrary, rejoice that 
they have so much money to spend with us, 
and hope that their surplus coin may never 
be exhausted, but may continue, and be sent 
hither annually forever. 

Did it ever occur to Mr. Novursz what 
would be the effect on Europe of draining it 
of silver? Suppose that our excess of ex- 
ports, amounting to $180,000,000 last year, 
had to be paid for in silver, and that the 
stock of that metal in London had to fur- 
nish that sum annually, does he suppose 
that the price of silver in Europe would re- 
main at its present rate? How long does he 
suppose Europe could stand that drain upon 
its stock of metal? How long would it be 
before nations having a silver standard, in- 
cluding the great bulk of mankind, would 
find there was a scarcity, and the demand for 
silver would become general? Does he not 
know that asurplus here would produce a 
scarcity elsewhere, and that the surplus 
would naturally and promptly find its way to 
where there was a demand for it? Can Mr. 
Nourse point out any rational condition of 
affairs throughout the world where there can 
be a general surplus of gold and silver, or 
the likelihood of either existing in excess of 
the world’s demand? 

PENNSYLVANIA AND THE PRESIDENT. 

A couple of months ago it was confidently 
announced that the Camzron clan would in- 
struct the Pennsylvania delegation to sit 
down upon President Harms, his Southern 
policy, and his Oivil-Service policy. Had 
the Convention met at that time, it is not 
unlikely that these instructions would have 
been issued, and they might have been 
obeyed; at all events, it is probable that the 
same non-committal course would have been 
taken as that which governed the Iowa Con- 
vention in the face of acknowledged differ- 
ences in the party. Buta few weeks have 
worked so decided a change among those 
who were disposed to be discontented that 
the Camezon clan wisely refrained from in- 
structing a condemnation, and the Pennsyl- 
vania Convention would have refused to 
obey such instructions if they had been is- 
sued. The extent to which party sentiment 
has changed is fairly represented by a com- 
parison of the resolution of indorsement of- 
fered and the one finally adopted. The one 
offered but not adopted was as follows : 

Resolved, That we heartily indorse the honest 
and earnest efforts of President Harzs, in the face 
of numerous and serious obstacles, to, reform our 
civil service, and to restore our whole nation to 
the condition of harmony, fraternity, and pros- 
perity. And, while we may as individuals differ 


in opinion with him as to the feasibility of the 
method employed or the main details of execn- 


in his sincerity, capacity, and patriotism, and 
pledge to him a constant and active sympathy and 
support in all measures conducing to the rapid 
furtherance and speedy accomplishment of these 
highly-important and much- desired objects. 

The resclution on the same matter re- 
ported by the Committee on Resolutions and 
adopted by the Convention was: 

Resolved, That, while we recognize and respect 
the difference of opinion existing among us as to 
the course pursued by President Hares towards 
the South, we are heartily in accord in honoring 
the patriotic motives which have guided him, and 
in hoping that the results of this policy wili be 
peace, good-will, and complete recognition of the 
equal rights of all men in every section of the 
country, and to the efforts of his Administ-ation 
to carry into effect the principles of the platform 
upon which he was elected we pledge our hearty 
and cordial support. 

Both were resolutions of indorsement, but 
the one adopted is a little milder in tone than 
the other, and leaves more room for escape 
in the event that the President’s policy should 
result as disastrously as the Implacables 
affect to believe. Hada couple of months 
more elapsed before the holding of the Penn- 
sylvania Convention, there is little doubt 
that the first resolution, or one even stronger 
iu terms, would have been adopted instead 
of the cautious commendation actually 
awarded the President. It is worthy of note, 
too, that in the resolution adopted there is 
an Omission of the indorsement of the Civil- 
Service Reform policy, which in the other 
was asstrongly commended as the Southern 
policy; this illustrates pointedly a fact 
Tae Tumor has always insisted upon, viz. : 
that the offense to the Implacables and 
malcontents consists rather in the determina- 
tion to destroy the machine in politics 
than in the pacific attitude which the Ad- 
ministration has assumed towards the South- 
ern Stes. However, the progress has been 
so decided toward the fair treatment of the 
President that there is every reason to be 
satisfied with it, and to cherish a confidence 
that afew months more will so fully reveal 
the wisdom of his policy as to make a thor- 
oughly united party and attract to it large 
accessions from the moderate men of the 
opposing party.

was a most practical recognition of the 
President's Civil-Service order, forbidding the 
Government employes from using the Gov- 
ernment’s time and the Government's influ- 
ence to manipulate conventions and run 
campaigns. That the official class consented 
to keep their hands off was undoubtedly due 
in a large measure to a personal preference 
for office over the privilege of running the 
„machine ; but the pressure of public 
sentiment also had something to do 
with it. The public sentiment in 
favor of the enforcement of this 
order will bo stronger than ever since 
the Pennsylvania Convention has been held. 
It is shown that an orderly, harmonious, and 
efficient Convention can be organized with- 
out the active interference of the officehold- 
ing class, and the action of such a Conven- 
tion carries more weight with it, because it 
more directly represents the people: It can- 
not now be charged, on the one hand, that 
the indorsement of the Administration was 
dictated by his officeholders in order to 
save their heads; nor, had the action been 
precisely the reverse, could it have been 
contended that the old machine men had 
used their patronage to break down the 
President’s efforts against their favorite sys- 
tem. Such a Convention necessarily com- 
mands greater respect for honesty and sin- 
cerity of purpose, and it can scarcely be 
doubted that President Hm theory of 
party politfes will steadily grow in favor.

THE FRENCH ELECTION. 
The concurrent testimony of the French 


Republican journals has hitherto been to the 
effect that the Republicans would elect a 
large majority of, the Deputies at the forth- 
coming election. ‘How far the sudden death 
of M. Turers will affect this result remains 
to be seen, as well as what may come from 
the crafty designs of the Government in as- 
suming the control and the expenses of the 
funeral for the sake of making it a State 
pageant. That the Republicans, however, 
are thoroughly united, is shown by the fol- 
lowing statement recently made by the 
Temps: No second Republican candidate 
has appeared to contest any of the seats rep- 
resented by the 363 Deputies who voted cen- 
sure of the coup of the 16th of May. Be- 
sides this, the Republicans will contest 166 
other constituencies, and there are not more 
than five of these where they are not agreed 
upon a single candidate.” A Paris dispatch 
also stated recently that the Republicans are 
more advanced in their preparations than the 
Government, having ‘only forty constituen- 
vies unprovided with candidates, while in 
thirty of the anti-Republican departments 
the list of official candidates is still unsettled, 
and in eighty the Government candidate has 
a rival Conservative. It was to coun- 
teract this tendency that MacManon 
made his recent tour, accompanied by the 
Duo pe Broatre and several of the Generals 
of the army. The tour, however, was not a 
satisfactory one. In some places they were 
not accorded an official reception at all, and 
too often they received very cold comfort, 
barely amounting to civility. Meanwhile 
the persecution of Republican newspapers 
coutinues, and the Government does not 
leave a stone unturned in its effort to muzzle 
every organ of Republican opinion. Ina 
single issue of a recent Paris newspaper it is 
stated that the proprietor of the Union 
Liberal et Democratique has been punished 
for offensive articles on MacManown; that the 
editor of the Censeur at Lyons has been fined 
for offending the Prefect; that the publish- 
ers of the Finistere at Quimper have been 
punished for refusing to insert a communi- 
cation from the Prefect; that the sale of all 
Republican newspapers has been prohibited at 
Moulins ; that the publisher of the Jmpartial 
at Saint Germain has been imprisoned; that 
the Revell in Algiers has been suppressed; 
that the Petit Journal in Paris, a cheap

PENNSYLVANIA AND SILVER. 

The Republican State Convention of Penn- 
sylvania was essentially a people’s Conven- 
tion as distinguished from an officeholders’ 
Convention. For this reason, and because 
Pennsylvanfa is an Eastern State, the out- 
spoken and unequivocal declaration in favor 
of the remonetization of the silver dollar has 
a peculiar significance. The language of the 
resolution in which this demand is expressed 
is so direct, forcible, and comprehensive 
that we reproduce it, and commend it for 
perusal as showing in itself the justice of the 
demand : 

Resolved, That the longand succeseful existence 
under the laws of Congress of the double-coin 
standard warrants us in demanding an early repeal 
of the legislation which demonetized silver and 
established an almost exclusive gold . rd; 
and we, therefore, favor a return to the free use 
and unrestricted coinage of the dollar of 1798, and 
its restoration to the position it held as legai- 
tender during eighty years of our national exist- 
ence, thus preserving the equality of the commer- 
cial vaiue of the silver dollar with the gold dollar, 
keeping both in circulation. 1 

If the silver resolfition of the Ohio State 
Conveation had been: equally blunt and in- 
telligent, there would not now be the doubt 
of the Republicans carrying the State which 
is felt in some quarters. The Ohio resolu- 
tion would have been equally explicit in 
terms if the active politicians of that State 
had interfered as little with the Convention 
as did the politicians of Pennsylvania.

It occurs to no intelli- 
gent people in this country outside of New 
York and certain New England States, where 
judgment is warped and patriotism destroyed 
by the selfish interest of the money-lend- 


ers. 
Pennsylvania has a formidable Republican 
delegation in Cengress, which will scareely 
ignore the explicitness of the State declara- 
tion in favor of the historic silver dollar, and 
the indispensable requisite of the double 
standard as a means to resumption. The 
Democratic members from the same State 
will not be tardy in apprehending and re- 
sponding to the drift of public sentiment 
which this resolution plainly indicates. So 
the West does not stand alone in its call for 
justice in the matter of the demonetization 
swindle; it will have powerful recruits from 
the East, and a nearly united sentiment from 
the South. The restoration of the double 
standard is a popular demand, and it cannot 
be resisted. |

The question 
appears to me to be @ non sequitur, because the 
sey ee is, that the greenbacks being receivable

The writer of this doesn’t seem to know what 
he is talking about. There would be no “ inter- 


. changeable with gold in the case. The Treas- 
ury would take greenbacks for duties, and after- 


wards sell them to the Wail street speculators 
for gold, and with the gold pay the interest on 
the public debt, provide for the sinking fund, 
etc. The price of the greenbacks would be in 
that case just what the speculators would give 
for them, and that would be dess than the im- 
porting merchants obtain. To say that the pub- 
lic creditors would accept greenbacks for inter- 
est or principal of the bonds, simply because the 


Government had received them for duties, is 


not only a non sequitur but an absurdity. Of 
course they would do nothing of the sort until 
after the Government redeems its greenbacks in 
gold on demand. 

I think a more pertinent question, and one which 
I would like you to answer, is this: How can the 
legal-tender paver of the Government, limited ia 
volume as it is, if receivable for duties, be below 
par with gold, while at the same time the 30-year 
currency 6 per cent bonds of the Government are 
worth 23% percent premium in the open market? 


We fail to see any particular “ pertinence ” or 
importance in this question. With the green- 
back worth 96 percent in gold, 6 per cent in 
currency would be equal to 5% in gold. Now, if 
a 4 per cent gold bond is worth par in gold, how 
much isa bond drawing 5% percent of gold 
interest, and having twenty-one years to run, 
worth! The answer would certainly equal 
per cent premium. We have 
observed a desire cropping out among Eastern 
importing merchants to have greetibacks re- 
ceived at par for duties, as it would save them 
the payment of the premium and throw the 
loss on the Government. So long as the inter- 
est on the public debt has to be paid in gold, 
either the importing merchants must sell their 
greenbacks for gold with which to pay the 
duties, or the Government must sell the green- 
backs for gold to pay the interest on the debt. 
One or the other side must sell the notes to 
procure the gold and stand the shave. Which 
shall it be, the importers or the Government?

It is to 
remove the side bridges at the Fal s, thus 
widening the channel 130 feet, giving a great r 
depth, also, of two feet. He called attention to 
the fact that uently on a run boats are de- 
tained at the Falls forty-eight to sixty hours, at 
great expense; and this improvement is 
m can pass over the Falls without the 
slightest delay. Relative to the method to be 
pursued in obtaining means to make there im- 
provements, there is now in the fund, from re- 
ceipts of tolls, at the canal, $43,000, a surplus 
not in use, and he believed that if Gen. Weitzel 
is consulted§ advantage may be taken of the 
present low water to secure improvements to 
the Falls. 

Capt. E. W. Gould said he hoped some of the 
delegates interested in the navigation of the 
Mississippi Kiver would present a plan for the 
improvement of that great highway.

The 
wheat dealers there have discounted future wheat 
heavily, as we have in Chicago: the event may 
prove that they have discounted it a little too much. 

The New York Bulletin gives it as the opinion of 
a prominent operator in that city that the bear spec- 
ulation in Chicago had retarded the movement of 
the new wheat crop at least two weeks already, and 
would continue to do so until the speculators or 
the farmers yielded, which might not be until the 
middle of September, or later or sooner, according 
as the short interest stood ouf or become frighten- 
ed and covered. 

It is open to question how much the bearing 
process haa retarded the wheat movement. The 
depression in prices has been severe enough to 
take away the incentive to sell as soon as possible ; 
but it is not likely the farmers could have material- 
ly imcreased their deliveries upto this point if 
prices had been doubled. In many sections the 
threehing-machine is yet a scarce article, and the 
farmers have to await their turn iriespective of the 
prices offered. The existence of a big premium on 
cash wheat, as compared with futures, has really 
been a strong imducement to market as rapidly as 
possible in the early part ef the season. The 
wheat has not been held back to any great extent 
so far, whatever u may be inthe future. The 
short sellers were simply mistaken in their erti- 
mate of the time required to get t 
property to market. The wheat has not come for- 
ward so freeley as they expected, but chiefly for 
the reason that it could not be got here so early, 
and the parties who made the miscalculation now 
have to fill their contracts by buying in the wheat 
at a higher figure tharf that at which they sold it.

Grain 
was unsettled and active, with an urgent demand 
for wheat and corn for present delivery, which 
caused a further advance in prices for future. The 
receipts were rather light all around, and the ship- 
ping movement was dull, as there was not enough 


grain offered to warrant a good demand for freight 


room. One failure on the short side of grain was 
reported, but the loss ie not heavy. 

Jobbers of dry goods were busy. There was a 
numerous attendance of buyers, and the aggregate 
dist?ibution was of satisfactory proportions. Gro- 
ceries were active and generally frm. Sugars are 
not yet in adequate supply, and jobbers find great 
difficalty in Gliing orders with their usual prompti- 
tude. Coffees remain firm, as do also sirups, mo- 
lasees, rice, and most other lines. In the dried 
fruit, fish, and canned goods markets no important 
new features were developed. There was a fair 
demand for butter at fairly-sustained prices. 
Cheese was dull. The oil market was active for the 
season. Bagging, leather, tobacco, coal, and wood 
were unchanged. 

The cargo lamber market was rather quict. The 


offerings were light, and yard dealers had as much 


as they could attend to in filting orders and clear- 
ing their docxe. The yard market is very active 
and steady. Metals and tinners’ stock were in fair 
demand and steady. Drugs and chemicals are 
active and generaily firm. Broom corn was quiet. 
Wooi was in moderate request and steady. The 
hide market continues firm, and the receipts are 
quickly taken by dealers and tanners. Seeds were 
in fair demand at unchanged prices. Hay was 
dull and easy under free offerings. Poultry was 
slow and weak, the offerings being in excess of the 
wants of the trade. Green fruits sold freely to the 
city retailer. 

Lake freights were quiet and easier, at 24@2\c 
for corn to Buffalo. and closed at the iuside figure.

Report of the Committee on the Legality of 
Orders. 


Outstanding Town 


Au adjourned meeting of the Board of Audit 
of the South Town Board was held yesterday 


afternoon at 4 o’clock at No. 46 Clark street, 
for the special purpose of considering oid claims. 
There were present Justices Foote, Haines, 
Wallace, Summerfield, D’ Wolfe, and Pollak, 
Supervisor King, and Clerk Mason. The first- 
named gentleman occupied the chair. 

THE SPECIAL COMMITTER ON OUTSTANDING 

CLAIMS 

against the town,—Messrs. Haines, King, and 
Mason,—appointed in April last, presented their 


report, which was read by Justice Haines. The 


Committee reported that they had had all claims 
before them under advisement, as follows: 
Traders’ National Bank, $1,240; National Bank 
of Commerce, $2,200; Field, Benedict & Co., 
8800; J. V. Farwell & Co., $2,100; R. Schloes- 
ser, $435; E. C. Carrick, $123.56; James 
Tracy, $9; C. E. Carl, 812; M. W. Keefe, $9: 
Morris Sealey, $3; Babcock Bros., $100; John 
O. Farrell, $6; Cameron, Amberg & Co., 
$170.40; Stettauer Bros., $50; Baker Bros., $50;

The claim of the Traders’ National Bank is 
based upon the following town orders; Julius 
bertus, Assessor, $100; C. D’ Wolf, 890; H.

$1,200. The claims on the orders of Rodpertus, 
Kompe, D' Wolf, and Hopkins are considered 
reasonable, and them payment is accordingly 
recommended. The lance of the claim, 
amounting to 6800, is an order issued to P. M. 
Clear, J. Gruenhut, and John Schanck, for 
services as Collector, Town Clark, and Super- 
visor, respectively, during the year 1874, avd, in 
the opinion of a majority of the Committee, 
Messrs. Mason and King, should not be allowed, 
on the ground that the officers mentioned have 
received jar more for their services than they 
were legaliy entitled to, and that the original 
allowances were excessive and illegal. Mr. 
Haines considers their payment obligatory upon 
the town, for the reason that the money vollect- 
ed by virtue of the tax levy was paid into the 
Town Treasury, not for geueral town purposes, 
but to pay the orders mentioned in the resoiu- 
tion of the Board of County Commissioners. It 
is. in fact, a trust fund, and the town has no 
right whatever to use it for any perpen otber 
than that for which it was intrested to it. It 
is not for the Board to say what shall be done 
with the money, for it has no discretion what- 
ever in the applicatioa of it. 
THE SLA OF THE NATIONAL BANK OF con- 
MERCE 
fs on the following town orders: Orders ſesued 
to John W. Tappen, March, 1872, $100, and 
Maren, 1873, P. M. Gleary, $2,200. The ürst two 
of. these orders were issued to Tappan in pur- 
suauce of an allowance of $2,500 made by the 
Board to him for his services as Collector. The 
accounts of the Supervisor show that 82,000 have 
been paid un account ot this allowance. The 
orders issued to Cleary are for bis 
salary. as Collector. The majority of 
the Committee, Messrs. Mason and King, 
recommend that the dlaim be disallowed, on the 
ground that accounts originally audited to the 
officers were in excess of the amount fixed by 
law, and the town has already paid them more 
than they could ever legally claim. Justice 
Haines recommended payment for the same 
reason presented by him in the matter of the 
Traders“ National Bane claim. The claim of 
Field, Benedict & Co. is on orders issued to J. 
Rodthrtus for $700, and its payment is recom- 
ended. The claim of J. V. Farwell & Co. is on 
otders issued to J. P. Slaum. $1,000, and to Rod- 
bertus, $1,100, The last orders were issued for 
services and expenses in making the assessment 
in 1872, and the order to Slaum is one ofa 
series covering the sum of $3,500, allowed him 
tor making the assessment of 1868, and the 
oniy one now unpaid of that series. The law 
at that time allowed the Assessor but $1.50 per 
day, and, as he has informed the Board that he 
and one assistant did all the work, he has cer- 
tainiy received more than his legal compensa- 
tion. The 1871 orders were issued under the 
same law and are subject to the same objection, 
Besides; Judge Gary has held that the town 
was in no Way liable for them. A further 
objection to the validity of the orders ot 1860 
and 1871 ariees from the fact that, inasmuch as 
there is no record in existence of the allowance 
of the original account, and as town orders are 
not recognized by the statute, and do not of 
themselves constitute obligations in writing 
which are binding upon the town, the claims 
are barred by the statute of limitations. In 
these views in regard to the orders of 1809 and 
1871, Messrs. Mason and Haines concurred, and 
recommended the disallowance of the claim, as 
far as based upon those orders. 
IN REGARD TO TNE ORDERS OF 1872, 
Mr. Mason considered that the submission of 
the claim by the holders of the orders to the 
Superior Court ought to be final. Mr. Haines 
considered that they should be paid as they are 
in the list for which the tax of 1875 was levied.

1 NAUTICAL MISHAPS. 

A collision that came near resulting disastrously 
to the tug William L. Ewing, of the Vessel-Owners’ 
Towing Company, occurred yesterday morning at 
4o'olock. The Ewing was passing out of the 
Lighthouse slip into the river, bound out, and the 
steamer Sheboygan, of the Goodrich line, was 
coming in. Just as the tag passed into the river 
the steamer struck her violently on the port side, 
abreast of the engine-room door, and nearly careen- 
ed her over.

The pecuniary damage amounted to 
$300. The Ewing had a marvelous escape from 
sinking. Her Captain. Arthur McGuire, stated 
that he blew his whistle once, but the steamer ap- 
parently paid no heed to it. He endeavored to 
aveid being ran down, bat was unable to do so, 
On the other hand, the officers of the steamer have 
their side of the dase, and up to last accounts the 
managers of the Goodrich line had not settled any 
bill of damages caused by the accident. The Ewing 
was towed to Miller's drydock for repairs.

MILITARY REUNION. 

THE ONE HUNDRED AND TWENTY-SEVENTH 
REGIMENT ILLINOIS INFANTRY 
Volunteers was organized in 1802, and remained 
in the field until the War closed, participating 
in some of the heaviest: battles fought by the 
Armies of the Tennessee and Cumberland, in- 
cluding Vieksbürg, Lookout Mountain, and 
others. It was attached to the Fifteenth Army 
Corps, and with it went with Sherman on his 
renowned march to the sea.

NORTH-SIDE CITIZENS’ UNTON. 
The regular monthly meeting of the Executive 

Committee of the North-Side Citizens’ Union 

was held last evening in Brand’s Hall, corner 

of Clark and Erie streets, Mr. William Stewart 
presiding. 

Mr. V. C. Turner, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee appointed to investigate the affairs of the 
North Town, made a report stating that the 
amount of outstanding town orders was $6,- 
513.71. The Collector, Mr. Tempel, had reported 
to the Town Board $7,708 on the de- 
linquent tax-list, of which amount 
80 per cent was generflly uncollected. 
This would leave $5,479.49, of which $3,350 had 
been collected Sand paid over, leaving about 
$2,129 to be collected for current expenses. Ac- 
cording to this showing, there was not enough 
money, in Mr. Turner’s opinion, to reimburse 
the town oflicers elected last spring. As the town 
had vo cash on hand, it bad been necessary to 
issue town orders to pay their indebtedness. 
The holders had to sell these orders in order to 
realize on them, as the town had no funds. 
to meet them. They were floating 
about the North Town, and _ should 
be as good as greenbacks, which they were not, 
the town not being able to meet them. There 
was some doubt, however, as to the legality of 
about $4,000 of them, and the prevailing idea 
was that the parties holding them should en- 
deavor to collect them without aid from the 
Committee. 

Mr. Chase said there was no doubt that the 
orders were issued to the town officers for 
services, and while there might be a question 
of legality as to their issue, yet they 
were in the hands of innocent par- 
ties, and payment could not be contested. 
He believed the Committee shouid be con- 
tinued, or a new committee appointed, to watch 
the proceedings, and, furthermore, in his opin- 
ion, if these orders must be paid, a tax should 
be levied for that purpose. It might be found, 
on investigation, that some of these orders 
could be very properly contested. A commit- 
tee should be chosen to look into this matter, 
interview the Town Board, and keep the Union 
posted in regard to their status. 

On motion of Mr. Adams, the subject was re- 
committed, the Committee being instructed to 
take such action and report from time to time 
as they should think best. .

A regular weekl) meeting of the Eighth Ward 


Independent Greenback Club was held last 
evening at No. 234 West Harrison street.
